section/comparator for detecting an inter-terminal voltage (Vout) between the collector 

and emitter of the output transistor (Q1) to control a base current supplied from the base 
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current supply section (Q4, Q5) so as not to cause the inter-terminal voltage (Vout) to 
fall to a value lower than a predetermined constant voltage (V3), wherein the input 
signal separated from the predetermined constant voltage.
